Historical Sketch 
OF THE NEW JERSEY BAPTIST STATE CONVENTION 
FOR MISSIONARY PURPOSES. 

The life of man is so uncertain, and his mem- 
ory sotreacherous, that in the lapse of a few 
years after any event has happened, unless some 
authentic and authenticated records be left, to 
which constant reference can be made, the trans- 
action is lost in oblivion, and they who come after, 


| though they either enjoy the comfort and benefit 


of the good which has been done, or suffer the 
inconvenience and misery of the evil which has 
been perpetrated, are unable to trace either the 
one or the other to its origin. It is this which 
renders history important, and the fact, that our 
present condition 1s the result, in a great measure, 
of by-gone events, renders history so interesting 
a study toevery intelligent mind. The history 
of the Church cannot be less interesting to the 
christian, than is the history of the rise and fall 
of empires and republics to the statesman and pol. 
itician. As the latter discoversin what has been, 
admonition and warning of what may again be, 
and is taught (if indeed he will receive instruct- 
ion) how to avoid the ruin and secure the pros. 
perity of his own land, so the former learns from 
God's dealings with his people what course ts good 


‘and acceptable in his sight, and what be will visit 


with the rodof bis displeasure. Thus we are 
taught by the experience of every age, as iit has 
come to us upon the page of ecclesiastical history, 
that indifference to the truth and want of zeal for 
the promotion of the gospel have been attended 
with barrenness in, and defection from the Church; 
while a steadfast adherence to the truth as it is in 
Christ Jesus, and zealous, untiring effort to spread 
abroad the glad tidings of salvation, have been 
followed with the evident tokens of the Divine ap- 
probation, and have resulted in the glory of the 

edeemer and the salvationofmany ofour ruined 
race. 

The daily history of passing events confirms 
the experience of the past, and its record should 
therefore be made for the benefit of others, even 
if when made it should be esteemed a matter of 
very small importance. Such may appear a 
sketch of the origin and progress ofthe New Jer. 
sey Baptist State Convention for missionary pur- 


poses, and such would it appear and be, ifit were 


measured by its present duration and extent. But 
in discharging the duty of preparing that sketch, 
we remember that almost al! our present impor- 
tant and magnificent enterprizes of christian be- 
nevolence were but a few years ago as small, and 
comparatively as insignificant, though now many 
of them are exerting an inconceivable influence 
on the destinies of the whole world. We are 
therefore encouraged to snatch from oblivion the 
facts connected with this little Convention, that 
when we are in the dust of death, and the ques. 
tion is asked, whence and how came this institu- 
tion into being ? the answer may be found upon 
our records. 

New Jersey is one among the smaller states of 
the great republic of which she was a constituent 
member, and to the prosperity and glory of which 
she has ever been devoted, having furnished some 
of the ablest of her statesmen, and educated within 
her bosom, in her halls of science and literature, 
many of the brightest stars of her sister states. 
She has maintained, notwithstanding her diminu- 
live size and the sparseness of her population, and 
her consequently limited resources, a high rank 
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for intelligence and for devotion to every good 
work. Her religious and moral character as 
always been among the fairest in our land. and 
though she may not have equalled many others 
in her liberality, or in the extent of her contribu. 
tions to promote religious objects, she has not been 
wanting in efforts to do good within her own lim. 
its, and throughout the world. This state was 
settled originally upon principles of entire religious 
toleration, and among its earliest setilers were 
found several Baptists, who, willing always to in- 
dulge others with full freedom of conscience, were 
in almost every place persecuted for their stead. 
fast adherence to the ordinances, as delivered by 
the Saviour, and practised and confirmed by the 
Apostles. They settled here, that they might, 
and because they could worship God as they be- 
lieved he required them to do, without the fear of 
death or the apprehensions of the pillory or the 
whipping.post, as the result of their attachment to 
Jesus Christ. Believing the truth, they hesitated 
not to preach and practice the truth, and that 
truth, commended to the consciences and hearts 
of men by the spirit of the Lord, was the efficient 
‘instrument of converting many souls, and of build- 
ing up several churches upon the foundation of 
the Apostles and Prophets, Jesus Christ himself 
being the chief corner-stone. Had the spirit man- 
ifested by these early Baptist settlers always pre- 
va@iled among their successors, there can be but 
little doubt that the denomination, now perhaps 
not more than fourth or fifth in point of numbers 
in this state, might have stood, asit does in some 
of the other states, in the front rank of the evan- 
gelical denominations of christians. They felt 
\that they were required to shine, because they 
were the light of the world; and they were not hin- 
dered from putting forth the most zealous exer- 
tions for the salvation of their fellow men, by any 
idea, that they would do God’s work, or take the | 
glory from the Divine Redeemer, or lead men to 
trust to their own righteousness. Their effurts | 
were all madein the strength of the Lord, and, 
with confidence in His unchangeable promises and | 
purposes, and God blessed them in their labors, 
and made them rejoice in the increase of Zion. 
These were Baptists of the Old, or Apostolic school, 
not afraid to charge men with the guilt of their 
rejection ofthe Saviour ; nor to warn them to “re- 
pent and be converted ;”’ nor to “beseech them in 
Christ’s stead. to be reconciled to God.” ‘They 
knew that it was ‘not by works of righteousness 
which we have done, but according to His merey,

It would be pleasant, if itdid not interfere 
too largely with our present purpose, to trace the 
progress of their principles, and the increase of 
the denomination to this time. But we cannot, 
Suffice it to say now, that though there have al- 
ways been some steadfast adherents to the truth, | 
there was for a season a gradual defection from} 
this apostolic method of exhibiting it, until many 
jembraced the idea, that because the work of con- 
version was the Lord's, who alone could change 
the hearts of the children of men, they were not 
only not required to labor and pray for that inter. 
esting object, and for the spread of the gospel, 
that through its preaching sinners might hear, be- 
lieve, and be saved, but that it was doing God’s 
work to attempt anything. The result was as 
might have been expected. This notion paralvz- 
ed every effort, and chilled the spiritual warmth 
which had heretofore glowed through the body of 
the denomination, and as effort ceased, prayer 
ceased, and increase was out of the question to 
any great extent. Indeed if it had not been for 
those who mourned over this condition, and who, 
at the hazard of having their namescast cut as 
evil, would pray and labor for the salvation of 
men, we see not how there could have been any 
increase,

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THE SUPPORTERS OF INTEMPERANCE. 

The question has been often asked, “Who are 
the supporters of intemperance? Were I called 
upon for a reply to the inquiry, f shouid answer, 

Ist, A large majority of our business men, 
owners of ships who furnish their vessels with 
liquors for the voyage—owners and ageots of 
factories who employ men whom they know to 
be intemperate, to the exclusion of those whom 
they know to be temperate—merchants whe fur- 
nish their laborers with intoxicating’drinks and 
permit their clerks to go to the wine cask as oft. 
en as they choose—masters and owners of steam- 
boats who keep a bar on board their boats furn- 
ished with all the materials for intoxication— 
keepers of public houses who deal out destruc- 
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tion by the glass—grog-sellers whose business it 
is to lure the simple and unwary into the road 
that leads tothe pit—wholesale dealers who not 
contented with sending destruction out in broad 
rivers and streams, are too gentlemanly to per- 
mit a friend who calls upon them at their place 
of business to leave without a taste of their wines 
or brandies. These and hosts of others of a 
similar character are deeply involved in the 
guilt of leading others in the way of destruction. 

2d. Our public men generally. The fact is as 
lamentable as it is true, that a majority of our 
members of Congress as well as of our State Le- 
gislatures are of the class that tarry long at the 
wine. The same may be said of our public offi- 
cers generally. A glass of wine is with most of 
them considered as one of the necessaries of life, 
and to refuse to furnish this would be regarded 
as aninsult. Our authors, our poets and our or- 
ators are generally addicted to the same habit, 
and the fall of hundreds and thousands from this 
cause is not sufficient to deter them from the 
same career. 

3d. Our farmers are supporting intemperance. 


The fermented juice of the apple, although it | 


may require greater quantities for effect, intoxt- 
icates no less surely than wine or brandy. I 
have often seen the wretched inebriate whose last 
penny had been spent in securing the means of 
intoxication, go to our benevolent Connecticut 
farmers and beg cider and drink till he was in- 
toxicated. I have seen too, the red man of our 
western wilds in astate of beastly intoxication, 
when I have satisfied myself that cider was tlre 
only means of inebriation which he possessed. 
The farmers then, I repeat, have been, and still 
are, aye, and wiil continue to be, so long as they 
continue to make cider, supporters of intemper- 
ance.

lowing questions, Ist. How did Butterworth him- 
self define this word? 2d, Did Dr. Clarke, in 
his revision, alter Butterworth’s definition with- 
out giving notice of it as he did of other altera- 


did make that alteration? An impartial answer 
to these questions will promote the cause of 
truth; and we would therefore respectfully call 
the attention of our editorial brethren to the sub- 
ject.

was not probable that a decided Baptist would 
give “sprinkled in water,” as one definition of 
baptism.

The alteration to sprinkling 
was made by Dr. Clarke, and that too without 
giving any intimation of the fact in his preface. 
The work proving popular, and meeting with a 
good sale, Dr. Clarke prepared a revised edition, 
a few days before his decease, altered the defini. 
tion of Butterworth, and made him, being dead 
and unable to expose the injustice done to him, 
condemn his own practice, and advocate two bap. 
tisms when he believed in but one, 


Dr. Clarke, no doubt, thought that the aftera. 
tion would render the work more acceptable to 
his Pedobaptist friends; but as respects the dis- 
honesty of such a course, there can be no ques. 
tion. He, however, had high authority to plead 
in justification of his conduct, and as a precedent 
in his favor. The founder of Methodism, in 
publishing a revised edition of one of the works 
of Baxter, expurgated it of all its Calvinistic 
traits, and then sent it forth as Baxter’s work.— 
It would not be so disreputable to thus alter a 
man’s work in his lifetime, but after his death to 
mutilate his works, to suppress or change his 
views, to make an Arminian of a Calvinist, is 
certainly discreditable to any one, both as a 
Christian anda man. Wesley was undoubtedly 
a useful man, with many excellent traits of char- 
acter; but his practice, in this respect, has great- 
ly lessened his standing for piety and integrity in 
our estimation. — Rel. Herald.

16th chapter of Numbers. 

“10. Who appoints dissenting teachers ?— 
They either wickedly appoint each other, or are 
not appointed at all; and so in either case their 
assuming the office is very wicked. 

“11. But are not dissenting teachers thought 
to be very good men ?—They are often thought 
to be such, and so were Korah, Dathan, and Abi- 
ram, till God showed them to be very wicked.

Men in 
courts of judicature do so, and shoulder through 
the crowd saying, “Pray give way, 1 am called 
into the court.” Why standest thou still? ‘Be- 
gin at Jerusalem,” js thy call and authority to 
come. Wherefore up, man, and shoulder it! 
Say, “Stand aside, devil! Christ calls me. Stand 
away, unbelief! Christ calls me. Stand away, 
all my discouraging apprehensions ; for my Sa- 
viour calls me to him to receive mercy.’? Men 
will do thus in courts below.

Ohio Baptist Convention, 

Held its fourteenth anniversary in Zanesville, May 
oad and 26th. Dr. Going, President of Granville 
College, preached the introductory sermon. The 
Minutes, just received, show that the Convention 
has increased its means and its usefulness more, dur- 
ing the last two yeara, than during any former period 
of the same length. There had been a want of co- 
operation on the part of some of the most efficient 
associations in different sections of that great State, 
especially a want of funds to accomplish the objects 
of the Convention, and give it influence. Brother R. 
Winchell, who is favorably known here, was chosen 
agent in 1838. His labors have effected an important 
and happy era in the history of our denomination in 
Ohio. He originated a plan for raieing a separate 
fynd to sustain ministers in the towns and larger vil- 
ves. The plan was to get 100 individuals to sub- 
ecribe $10, and 200 more to subscribe $5, each per 
annum for five years; thus placing at the disposal of 
the Convention $2000 annually for five years; in- 
teresting the subscribers and their friends in its ef- 
forts; producing co-operation ; and rendering it, so 
far at least, efficient and respectable. The plan has 
exceeded well thus far. The whole amount of 
82000 has been subscribed. The total receipts the 
past year were $1551 52. 21 Missionaries had been 
appointed, 17 years of ministerial labors performed. 
Raptized during the past year 2000. The number 

‘churches in the State is about 500. Ordained 
ministers 250, Church members 20,000. The Lord 
bless them still an hundred fold.

Louts Phillippe, King of France, will probabl 
abdicate. Not because of political, but domestic 
troubles. The Queen has suffered under a continu. 
al state of mental excitement since the atrocious 
attack of Darmes. In a letter dated Paris, and 
published in the Soiret, it is said that an abdication 
was considered inevitable, and that a day was men- 
tioned for making the event public. 

The Emperor of Austria it is rumoured, will also 
abdicate. He has always been feeble both in mind 
and body. This fact, in connection with the war- 
like appearance of Europe, and the illness of “M. 
Metternich the atlas of Austria,’ has suggested the 
necessity of transferring the helm of state to abler 
hands. “The successor of the present Emperor is 
his brother, the archduke Francis Charles Joseph, 
now 38 years of age.”

He wonders why he cannot understand 
him. This difficulty is traced back four thousand 
years, to the confusion which followed the building 
of Babel. Here follows the great difficulty of circu- 
lating the Scriptures, which difficulty is to be over- 
come by persevering toil. Some may SUppose that 
the Lord by turning “ to the people a pure language”’ 
will do away this difficulty; that when Babylon is 
fallen, one language will be spoken by all at the glo- 
rious millennial day. How this may be, we cannot 
tell. We know it is proper to learn different Jan- 
guages, and translate the Bible. Had this been neg- 
lected, the Bible would never have been read in our 
language. 

From this affair, we learn that sin is displeasing to 
God. The high places in the land of Israel, where 


God. People are still inclined to build cities and 
towers, not directly to the honor of God, but for the 
wealth and honor of men. Monuments are some. 
times raised to venerate our forefathers, when the 
name of God, who has wrought all our works for us, 
isnot much venerated. Sometimes towers and their 
builders may be associated with theatrieal entertain- 
ments; where this is the case, we fear that the glo- 
ry of God is not promoted by either. By the forego- 
ing, we see anillustration of the saying of our Lord 
Jesus Christ: Whosoever shall seek to save his life 
shall lose it: and, That which is highly esteemed by 
men, is an abomination in the sight of God. Let us 
see also in our own case, as individuals, when we 
prefer our own way to the commandments of God, 
what confusion is thrown on our plans. Notice fur- 
ther: huw evident that the sins of the world are 
marked with tokens of the divine displeasure which 
are perpetual memorials. It is so often with indi- 
viduals ; because of some fatal sin, they go with brok- 
en bones all their days. 

Let us therefore guard against idolatry. Worship 
God. The tower of Babel; the image on the plains 
of Dinah; the monument on the warrior’s ground ; 
or even our own houses may become our idol, and 
lead us into confusion. To love the Lord Jesus, to 
arise and build the house of God, to repent before 
God ; is our most acceptable service. 


Why should we build ourselves a tower, 
Trusting our righteousness or power ? 
This was the sin of men of old, 

As God's own word has plainly told. 


And now, how many seek for heaven, 
Who trust not Christ, so freely given ; 
But build with works and Grace despise, 
And hope they shall to heaven arise. 


O sons of men! refrain from sin ; 
Through Christ now seek his rest to win, 
A seat in Paradise on high,
